Suggestions of Benefit In 
Railway Legislation. 


OONTINUE FIGHT 


AGAINST LINE NORTH 


Tweedie Ineffectually Tries tc 


Rob Farmers to Get a Line 
to Calgary. 


The four bills suaranteeing the se- 


curitles of the C.N.W.'R., the C.N 


R., the G.T.P. Branch Lines Com- 
pany, and the Edmonton, Dunvegan 
and B.C, Raliway, were all passed 
upon by the committee of the whole 
at yesterday's sitting of the legislature. 
Two of the bills met with considerable 
obstructicn fromt the Opposition. The 
Edmonton, Dunvegar and B.C, Line, 
which was under discussion on Friday, 
was again strongly fought by Opposi- 
tion members. No fewer than six 
amendments were proposed by them, 
and when no other pretext weuld 
serve them they attacked the wording 
of the preamble. Chiefly the discus- 
sion was urged on the motion by T. 
M, Tweedie, Calgary, to reduce the 
guarantees from $20,000 to $15,000 
per mile. All the arguments adVanc- 
ed by the Opposition in favor of this 
reduction shawed lack of knowledge 
regarding the nature-of the ground 
over which the line will pass. Though 
J. K, Cornwall, Peace River, and J. 
A, Cote, Athabasca, speaking from, 
actual personal knowledge, described 
the engineering difficulties to be faced 
by the promoters, the Opposition fail- 
ed {0 see why a railway, though a 
hilly and wooded region, crossed by 
ravines and rivers, shouid cost mare 


to build than a fine on the prairie. 
Several times J. K. Cornwall offered 
to give the Opposition a geographical 


legsum with map illustrations, dealing 


with the topography of the north coun- 
try, blit the offer was not accepted. 

Another point on which the Oppoki- 
tion ehdeavored to cripple the railway 
wad by forcing the company tu oper- 
ate each 100 mile section of the line 
as it was completed, despite the fact 
that the chief difficulty in pushing 
forward the construction at all was 
the shortage of labor. The same two 
objections were raised in regard to the 
C.N.W.R. bill, and in the latter case 
the Oppositica endeavored to raise the 
amoynt.of yearly construction from 
200 to 400. 

Several amendments proposed by 
the Opposition were already provided 
for jin the bills, In regard to a con- 
nection bétween the line running in a 
nasth and squth direction, to the west 
of Calgary and that city, the Premier 
Stated that a guarantee passed by the 
government in the 1909 session was 
already in existence covering the line. 

Resuming consideration in commit- 

tee of the whole on Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan and B.C, railway bill in regard 
to the clauge giving the Lieutenant 
jovernor in Council power to issue 
additonal securities tn respect to any 
su plus of authorized mileage, or to 
paply any surplus of guaarnteed secur 
ities in rempect of a further construc- 
tion, Harold Riley moved the inser- 
tion of an amendment providing that 
if the cory. of construction was less 
than $20,000 per mile, the Miniter 
of Railways should pay only the act- 
ial cost, a'so that the raihway com- 
panies should furnish statements 
showing the actual cost of cons \ruc- 
tion; 

Hon. Mr, Sifton replied that a sec- 
tion practically along the same lines 
would ‘be put in the agreement with 
the company. Information as ito the 
cost of construction was furnished by 
railway companies @t ‘the present 
time and the companies would cer- 
ta‘nly continue to furnish suca infor- 
mation.
